build a new county infirmary, it is 
believed that their action will meet 
with approval in many quarters in 
the county, where sentiment against 
the expenditure of so large a sura 
for a poor asylum, has lately crop- 
l>ed out. Many 
have 
been found 


who are opposed to investing $100,- 
.000 In u 
residence 
for the poor, 


especially when the country is go- 
ing through the critical reconstruc- 
tion period and every effort is be- 
ing made to keep down taxes 
and 


cut the cost of living as much as 
possible. 


There is not believed to he a cit- 


izen in Rush county who does not 
want to see the county's poor have 
the best of treatment, 
but in all 


parts of the county can be found 
persons who believe $100,000 is too 
much to spend on a county asylum. 
They argue that the present build- 
ing could be remodeled so as to be 
safe and sanitary, or at least 
a 


building could be constructed for a 
smaller sum -of money, which would 
meet the needs of the county pau- 
pers. Opponents of the plan, who 
have grown in number since the 
countv council has appropriated the 
money, points out that no individ- 
uals in Rush county are wrecking 
homes as substantial as the present 
connty home and building new ones. 


It is realized that the present 


home fior the poor has been con- 
demned innumerable 
times by the 


state board of charities and in coun- 
ty grand jury reports, as unsani- 
tary and as a fire trap, and it is 
doubtful if any taxpayer would ob- 
ject to rectifying conditions here, 
but scores believe. that it can 
be 


done for less than $100,000. For 
example, 
there are many who can 


not see the occasion for equiping 
the building with an operating room 
with all of the modern 
appliances 


when an operation on an inmate of 
the poor asylum is very rare. 


Opponents of the plan to erect a 


new building 
point 
out that the 


county's paup« vs could be kept in a 
private institution for less than the 
principal of the bonds which
